TILLMAN LECTURES. 


Senator Tillman Discusses the Race 


Problem to a Crowded and 


Sympathetic Audience. 


The last number of tho Star Course 


of entertainments occurred Saturday 
when Senator Tillman gave his fa- 
mous lecture on the raco question, to 
a crowded house. Ho had an excep- 
tionally Intelligent audience, which 
was attentive from first to last and In 
a responsive mood, many following his 
lino of thought and experlenco and 
agreeing with him that there is dis- 
tlnctly a southern side to tho raco 
question. The fact that tho Senator 
spoke from actual experlenco, made 
his address more Interesting and real 
to his audience. 


Tho dramatic clement necessarily 


came from vivid experiences in his 
own life. It seemed his aim to make 
clear to thoso who have not come In 
contact with tho "niggers," what 
tho white man has to endure In a re- 
gion where tho negroes outnumber 
tho whites. 


He opened his address with a his- 


torlcal account of tho Introduction of 
negro slavery In the south, how our 
grand daddies of the north made it 
tholr business to ship largo numbers 
of negroes Into tho south and sell 
them to tho southern planter, of .the 
recognition of slavery by the consti- 
tution of tho U. S. and of the Ilnal 
struggle which brought on the civil 
war. He clearly depleted tho suffer- 
Ings of tho southern whites during 
the period of reconstruction,- how 
the carpet baggers manipulated the 
affairs of the southern states by cor- 
rupt aid of darkey votes and how the 
whites In self defense and by violent 
methods were obliged to rise up and 
throw off their yoke In order to save 
their property and protect tholr fam- 
ilies from shame. Ho showed how 
tho 14th and ICth amendments to the 
constitution' had placed the negro 
With full power of the ballot, while 
other races far their superiors have 
been denied tho rights of citizenship 
and that there could bo but one re- 
sult In this content—a disastrous raco 
warfare In which thousands of lives 
would again bo sacrlllced or the re- 
peal of tho 14th and 15th amend- 
ments, which would placo the Anglo- 
Saxon in his true position of suprem- 
acy In governmental affairs.

FACTS ABOUT EASTER. 


Easter Sunday comes this year on 


March 31, and a few words of the orl 
Kin may bo found below: 


Easter Sunday cannot come earlier 


than March 22, nor later than April 25, 
hut between these two dates has a 
range of thirty-live days. At the 
Council of Nice, 325 A. D., It was a- 
greed that from that time forward 
Easter should fall on the llrst Sun- 
day after the full moon occurring1 on 
or after March 21, or In other words, 
'on the first full moon" after the «un 
crosses tho line. 


Since tho above arrangement was 


made Easter has fallen on March 23, 
arid on every dato between that and 
April 25, but It Is only after long In- 
tervals of time that It occurs on the 
extreme dates. 


In 1880 Easter fell on April 23, its 


latest possible date, an event that will 
not occur again until the spring of 
11)43. The last timo.Easter fell on the 
earliest date was in tho year 1818. 
This will not occur again until after 
this century.

This Is obtained by painting tho sur- 
face of th« egg to represent the close- 
ly folded petals of a rich red rose and 
fastening about Its lowei- end a bunch 
of Breon tissue pa pur leaves, tho lonR 
points beliiK wired to hold them In 
place about tho PKK. 
Such eggs are 


unique and pretty to adorn the break- 
fast tnblo Easter movnliiK, placing 
one on tho folded white napkin at 
onch plato. No. 2 shows on egg rep- 
resenting our Idea of a "cranky" Aunt 
Nan, long-faced and of sour mien. A 
bit of white Inwn, cloHely folded to lit 
tho egg. forms her cap. A largo pota- 
to may be cut to answer for u shoul- 
der block. Into which tho lower end 
of tho egg fits. This potato founda- 
tion muni also bo covered with white 
lawn. 
Tho features are drawn In, 


first, very carefully with tho pencil, 
then painted with water colors. 


No. U Is tho head of a Jolly "chap- 


plo," whoso hat may bo of straw or 
made of plaited tissue paper. 
The 


collar Is cut from ordinary white note- 
paper and a bit of black or gay rib- 
bon forms the nocktlo. This stylo of 
Easter egg may bo made moat laugh- 
ablo by painting tho nose—at tho end

On ouch stem Is a (lower In nn or- 


qulslto tone of blue; something bn- 
tweon a cornflower and a forget-me- 
not, Tho llttlo llower Is not of u very 
robust constitution. Tho pota.'s soon 
fall, and then a seed pod forms which, 
when given tltno to do so, produces 
quantities of what we call linseed 
("Ihln" is tho Celtic name for flax). 
But'whon tho Ilnx Is grown for the 
macuiucturo of linen It Is pulled up 
before tho seed has had time to ma- 
ture. 


After having bocn exposed to the 


air for a few days the flaw Is laid in 
water, and during tho fortnight that 
this process lasts the odious smell 
with which It fllls the air Is of a re- 
markably powerful character. 


As tho local guides say: "Sliure It's 


Just tho flax formlntln'. It's a power- 
ful smoll entirely, but there's no dan- 
ger In It, glory bo to God." 


The soaking makes It oasy to sepa- 


rate tho straw from tho Ilbro by bruis- 
ing It botweoii rollers and then sus- 
pending It through an opening In tho 
top of a machine In which a horizon- 
tal shaft with wooden blades revolves 
at tho rate of 250 times a minute.
